One of the finest of the cluster type cattleyas. It bears around 12 


flowers to a spray. We offer seedlings with Porcia as a parent. 


C. PORCIA CANNIZARO VAR. A. M., R.H.S. X 
LC. CUESTA, very dark. 


We regret that we have but a small block of this cross to offer. The 
C. Porcia to our minds is one of the best of the small cluster type, 
while the Le. Cuesta is very large and dark reddish lavender. Our 
hopes here are for a flower intermediate between the two in size 
with the desirable qualities of both. 


LC. PRIAM X L. TENEBROSA, YELLOW VAR. 


The Le. Priam has the snug shape of its C. Harrisoniana parent. Its 
sepals and petals are a clear pinkish rose color while the lip is a 
beautiful rich yellow. This plant has been a favorite at our nursery 
for many years. The L. tenebrosa had yellow sepals and_ petals 
with violet purple markings on the lip. It can be expected that the 
results here will be a flower intermediate in size between the two 
parents, while the color will range from pinkish lavender, with some 
cream suffusion, to some yellows. We plan on raising a block of this 
cross to maturity. 


C. HAROLD ALBA, PAUWELS TYPE X LC. WINEMA 


C. Harold alba, Pauwels type, has a splendid record over the years 
for breeding fine hybrids. Le. Winema is a cross from which quite 
a number of splendid white with solid purple lip plants have flow- 
ered. The season will probably be early summer through fall which 
is a time when good whites are in demand.

C. BRUSSELS ALBA X C. LABIATA VAR. GILMOURIAE 


The C. labiata used here is the most famous, and considered to be 
the best, of the white with purple lip labiatas. The C. Brussels 
alba should assist in every way to make this’an excellent cross. The 
seedlings have a compact, sturdy growth habit. We have considerable 
confidence in this cross. A promising white with purple lip. 


C. NARCISSUS VAR. BRILLIANCE X C. CREPUSCULE 


A hybrid of high color. We expect that this will be a winter flowerer 
of good quality. 


C. PORTIA (C. labiata x C. Bowringiana) 


There has been such a steady demand for plants of C. Portia that 
we feel amply justified in remaking a superior strain of this old time 
favorite. The growth, as could be expected, is excellent. The cattleya 
labiata used is a selected form from a famous home raised strain 
of this species. The Bowringiana is of equal quality. The plants are 
bifoilate and will have about 12 flowers to the spray. Season — Fall. 


C. BOWRINGIANA, FINE VAR. X C. PORCIA 
CANNIZARO VAR. A.M., R.H.S. 


An improved C. Bowringiana would perhaps describe this cross. The 
growth is good and plants of this cross will appeal to those who like 
the small cluster cattleyas of good quality. 


C. ACHINE ALBA X LC. WINEMA VAR. LILLIAN STEWART 


Both parents of this cross have rich white sepals and petals with solid 
dark lips and are excellent growers. We can say with reasonable cer- 
tainty that this cross will flower throughout the fall. 3” community 
pots, 15 to 20 plants per pot. 


C. MRS. F. KNOLLYS ALBA VAR. MAGNA X LC. WINEMA 
VAR. LILLIAN STEWART 


The outstanding vigor of these seedlings coupled with their fine 
breeding should assure a fine white with purple lip to flower through- 
out summer and fall.

LC. WINDERMERE X LC. LOCARNO 


We expect flowers from this cross to have uniformly good shape, 
size, texture and color. This hybrid holds much promise as both 
parents were superb. 


C. GIGAS (Species) WARSCEWICZII 


Bred from two of the finest forms of this species, we expect this 
strain of home grown gigas to be really of great merit. The flowers 
will be large and freely borne. The season will be early summer. 


(C. Dinah, A.M., R.H.S. x Le. Excelsior) X MOSSIAE 


Dinah has a fine reputation as a parent. Le. Excelsior being a spring 
bloomer with a rich lip should make this a very desirable hybrid. 
The growth is very good and the plants already show the C. Dinah 
influence in their growth habits. 


LC. SAGANA X C. ENID 


This hybrid promises to be a very worthwhile producer for the 
spring season. The growth is strong and compact. The color will 
be from medium to dark rose-lavender with dark lips due to the 
Laelia in its breeding. 


LC. GEORGE BALDWIN (C. Enid x Lc. Princess Margaret var. 
Stonehurst) 


Few plants have a better reputation for breeding quality than has 
Le. Princess Margaret, and Lc. George Baldwin is one of its best 
known progeny. Shape, size, color, vigor and substance are all very 
good. We recommend this cross highly. 


C. TRIMOS (C. Trianae x C. Mossiae) 


Year after year we have seen a block of C. Trimos bloom heavily 
for the Easter season. The flowers could be described as an im- 
proved C. Mossiae, having darker sepals and petals with dark 
Mossiae-like lips. We are offering a repeat on this cross made with 
carefully selected parents. 


LC. SABINA X C. SERENITY 


The superb qualities of C. Serenity combined with the higher 
coloring and fine features of Le. Sabina should make an excellent 
winter flowering hybrid. In our estimation some forms of C. Sere- 
nity have as fine a shape and substance as we have seen in a regular 
Cattleya hybrid. The vigor and growth habit of these seedlings 
is very good. 


C. MARION DAVIES X C. TRIANAE ALBA, BROOMHILL VAR. 


We can’t bring to mind any cross made with C. Trianae alba, 
Broomhill var., that doesn’t have amazing vigor as well as fine 
quality. These seedlings are no exceptions. The flowers will be pure 
white with some yellow in the lip. The season should be winter and 
early spring. We think enough of this cross to raise quite a large 


block of it. 
C. MEMORIA ALICE BALDWIN (C. Edithiae x C. Trentino) 


A pure white cattleya of exceptional substance will be characteris- 
tic of this hybrid. The growth is compact and vigorous. Many 
plants in three-inch pots are in sheath which is indicative of free- 
blooming qualities. The season is spring.
